We  offer  in  this  catalog  the  greater  part  of  the  Collec- 
tion of  Mr.  John  J.  Hetherington,  West  Chester,  Pa., 
who  was  especially  interested  in  the  coins  of  the 
branch  mints.  Many  of  the  great  rarities  in  the  mint- 
marked  series  are  missing  because  they  were  never 
obtainable  in  satisfactory  condition.  The  rarity  of 
mint-marked  coins  cannot  be  judged  by  the  Mint  re- 
ports of  the  number  coined  because,  up  until  about 
ten  or  fifteen  years  ago,  very  few  collectors  paid  any 
attention  to  them,  and  therefore  did  not  secure  them 
in  the  years  of  issue.  As  a result,  mint-marked  coins 
are  nearly  all  rare  when  in  uncirculated  condition, 
and  a number  of  issues  are  not  known  in  that  state. 
With  the  exception  of  the  early  years  of  the  S.  Mint 
Half-Dollars,  nearly  all  the  mint-marks  in  this  collec- 
tion are  in  uncirculated  condition,  and  it  is  an  unusual 
opportunity  for  collectors  to  improve  their  present 
specimens,  and  to  fill  in  missing  dates.
